pure and unholy : And therefore I do ſay unto thee 
m the Fear of God, That thou art anEnemy to Chriſt 
Jeſus, and art a Miniſter of the Power of Darkaels, 
and art in the ſame ſpirit «s were th5ſe Hypocritical 
Jews, who, when the Man that was born blind was 
brought unto them (after Chriſt had operied his

T.P. Then burn the Bible , for if there be Revelati- 
on ins theſe our dayes, there is no need of the Scriptares 
but there i no Revelation in theſe dayes. 

F. Fr. Then there is no Knowledge of God ; for 
Chriſt Jeſus bath ſaid, No wan knows the Father, bus 
the Son, and he to whom the Son will reveal him. 

T. P. Yow Quakers do own Viſion too, do you not?
